A new positel Diplomacy magazine came in the mail last week. This Is 
not a new occurrence, but the- particular 'zinc; is. It is called Stutt- 
gart Sentinel j and is published by one David Staples of Fargo, North Da- 
kota; Staples describes himself as "Kriegist of 'Dor Stuttgart Empire V, 
and also president of his high schoo^i' 

Although this is the first copytof the fzine that live seen »r hoard 
of, it is designaVjd as "Nr; 1, Vol. |7" - whatever that may mean; He 
also announces it as "Americans only (Conservative , Conflict simulation- 
Diplomacy organization per (illegible) publication";- And he means it, 
t«oj he!s so far right that he even stapled the !zine in the upper right- 
hand corner* 

The publication is dittographed in four colors - an aberration which 
all amateur publishers pas^ through at one stage or another, before they 
discover mimeography or get to rip «ff a computer outprinter. Further- 
more, Staples fancies himself as a game designer. In this issue, dated 
14 October 1972, he presents a game called "Hit Hanoi", in which he puts 
forward a game plan for bombing the capital «f Vietnam - an assault in 
which he apparently thinks the US government has "been remissi Among other 
things he promises "a JBuckley.! style piece cf good American rightist prc- 
paganda". (I wonder whether this will include an alleviation *f the laws 1 
on marijuana, a recent Buckley project. Also, Dollar Bill Buckley cannrt 
stomach the John Birch Society, a group towards which Staples seems fair- 
ly well disjicsed; ) 

There is the usual beginner !s criticism of the Diplomacy rules as "un- 
realistic w , though the multiple double-cross system of Diplomacy is a per- 
fect simulation #f actual 5ji*ernational relations; He also boosts Gary 
Allen fs singularly stupid book None Dare Call It Conspiracy , which the- 
Birchors are currently ' selling as part of their campaign against, presum-. 
ably,: the late President Eisenhower and other Communists; The principal 
purpose of Simttgart Sentinel (tr "SS", as it "may as well be called) is 
"to oppose all f»rms of tyranny; . I especially Communism and Tiring about 
their destruction"* Since Staples is in favor »f war, a greater tyranny 
than any political ldol»gy, it is obvious that he has no moral objections 
to tyranmyi And he is trying to represent himself as the sole pro-war mba- 
ber of our hobby in a sea of Pacifists - as If we were not already overrun 
by such disgusting war-lovers as Joh^ SmythOj Rod Walter, James Massar, 
Jim Eygert, Brian Libby, Bill Linden/ Ed tfalle, Peter Rosamilia, and such 
slim©;"' Needless to say, ho endorses the Bircher-Wallacelte presidential 
candidate Schmitz.

THE ENGLISH CO^TOCTIOtt 

Only seven issues' of 1 Games ,& PUzzles have yet appeared, but already 
this British monthly has taken a leading place in war-gaming circles. It 
is a slick~paper> .copiously illustrated magazine -presently 40 pages long, 
and it has a wider. scope than any other magazine in the gaming field. A. 
typical issue will include articles in such traditional games as poker and 
mancala, through an account of childrenfs games* to regular columns on Go 
and Diplomacy, numerous competitions, and fad games such as Chutzpahi 

The Diplomacy column, written by Albion editor Don Turnbull, is pre- 
sently exploring issue by issue the best opening strategies for the seven 
Powers. ' Italyjs precarious situation is discussed in the October 1972 is- 
sue,, and Turnbuir recommends an Italo-Aus.trian alliance against Turkey; 

Although games of American origin nold a large part of the British 
market, indigenous games unfamiliar to Americans are also discussed. 
Sames Guild, apparently the biggest British game producer, advertises nu- 
merous games including a soccer simulation, a space war game called 4000 
AD, and a game for budding James Bonds called Contraband. 

The November issue leads off with a discussion of the Godfather Game, 
already notorious in this country and marketed there by Games Guild. David 
Pritchard explains it for British readers - although, if Arthur .Conan Doyle 
can be trusted, Sherlock Holmes was already fighting the Mafia in London 
almost a century ago; Strategy is discussed - bookmaking and loan shark- 
ing pay well, extortion and bootlegging not so well. Only the "clean vi- 
ces" are included - no drugs, prostitution, or pqrnography.

PTOLEMAIC POLITICS 

This term I teach a "physics for poets" course, at Brooklyn College's 
downtown campus. Among the topics covered is the rise, dominance, and 
downfall of the earth-centered universe hypothesized by ancient astrono- 
mers and put in its final form in the 2nd century by Claudius Ptolemaics; , . 
Ptolemy, as he is generally called, designed a wheels-within-^wheels uni- 
verse, in which the sun* the moon, the planets, and the stars went around 
the earth in complicated combinations of circles* 

Since this theory corresponds in ro way to reality, discrepancies be- 
came noticeable all through the middle ages* But by that time Ptolemy had 
reached a position of authority second only .to the bible, and people who 
called attention to discrepancies between his theory and observation were 
silenced by mere appeal to his book. In extreme cases, such as that of 
Giordano Bruno in I60O, they were. burned at the stake. 

Between Galileo !s- observations and Kepler's calculations, the Ptole- 
maic theory .fell ir the early 17th century. However, the authority of tra- 
ditional religious bodies \including but not, 'limited to the Roman Catholic 
Church) kejpt Ptolemaic astronomy on the curriculum for many years later. 
It was not until 1835 that the Roman Catholic Church formally abandoned 
its championship of Ptolemy. 

Just $>rior to my class the room Is in t the charge of an earnest young 
man from the Political Science Department, who is teaching an elementary 
course in American political theory. Political Science, it appears, is 
still in its. Ptolemaic stage. When he leaves, the board is filled with 
topics frOxTi constitutional law, and with all the concepts familiar from a 
dozen dull civics courses - "balance of power", "checjks and balances", "ju» 
dicial independence", "due process pf j 'law"i, and various freedoms - speech, 
press, assembly, petition f or th e ^dress of grievances, and the rest cf 



Such concepts, of course, bear very- little relationship to the way 
in which 'this country is actually ruled. Although the Executive* Legisla- 
tive, and Judicial branches are treated theoretically as equals,, in fact 
the first of these exercises virtually complete domination ove.r the other 
two; The formal, "Ptolemaic" theory, of American government does not re- 
c ognize political parties, the Cabinet, the me^dia, the congressional com- 
mittee structure, or that vastly powerful, unelected, and irresistible oli- 
garchy variously called "the Establishment", '"the Military-Industrial Com- , 
plex", "Wall .Street", or "the Insiders"..., ' 

' Just as with Ptolemaic astronomy, Ptolemaic politics givt s people an 
incorrect view of the world. We: have seen .ma^y tragedies result from this 
fact. /Young people who have been taught Ptolemaic platitudes about freedom 
of speech, assembly,, and petition for redress, of grievances have thus ob- 
tained the notion that, they can go outand demonstrate , against the war or 
racism. When -they "do so, they get shot or gassed - and then tKey become 
highly indignant about *this violation of their "rights". Ptolemaic poli- 
tics, as taught in our high, schools and colleges, ; f is responsible for this.. 
If people like my : colleague taught .instead about the way this country actu- 
ally is governed,, rather than about unrealistic .abstractions in a centUries- 
old document, ijheir. students would be less likely to throw their lives away. 
• It is eminently* clear that the individual .has no rights he can successfully 
assert against the Establishment or the government which 'it controls. 

Whether we approve or disapprove of this. fact is unimportant. I have 
no doubt that, four centuries ago, there were astronomers with an emotion- 
al attachment' to the Ptolemaic universe,, who saw something new and uncom- 
fortable in the views of .Copernicus, Galileo/ and Kepler. Their' personal 
feelings did not make the new astronomy any less real. There are people 
who today object to the power bf the Establishment. They even try to fight 
it through "Ptolemaic" means as outlined in a Constitution as relevant to 
modern politics as Ptolemy, is. to modern' astronomy. They 1 overlook the f act 
that anyone; they elect through this means .is either already controlled by , 
the Establishment (Kennedy), Or can be co-opted by it (Johnson), or assasi- 
,nated by it (you know whoj,. or made to look ridiculous by its media (Ab~ 
zug, Morse, McGovern).
